But 
they maintained a watch and final- 
ly through the darkness the lights 
of the Aztec were sighted. They 
stripped themselves of their cloth- 
ing, sOaked them in oil and set fire 
to them. It was their last hope. 
Finally the Aztec was seen to come 
near.

NATIONAL HUNGER

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—Secret 
service men detailed to guard 
President Hoover, today said a

by the Secret Service Chief report- 
ed the “‘march” would be made in 
four columns of trucks, three of 
which were scheduled to start to- 
morrow from Chicago, St. Louis 
and Buffalo. The fourth was 
scheduled to start from Boston, 
Dec. 1. 
Secret Service men were partic- 
ularly interested in a paper seized 
in Chicago. It was marked “De- 
stroy after reading,”’ and urged that 
three picked men be placed with the 
driver of each truck for defense 
purposes. 


Defense With Stones Advised. 


“Already the American Legion 
has had a specia] meeting in Wash- 
ington, and took up the question of 
the national hunger march and 
discussed ways and means of 
breaking up the march,” the paper 
said. “We must be thoroughly

Henry L. Barker, secret service | 
operative in Boston, reported by' 
letter he had learned the unem- 
ployed council of Boston was “a 
Straight out-and-out 
organization.”’

On Trains From Pacific Coast. 

Carl H. Young, Minneapolis sec- 
ret service man, reported the send- 
er of a message from there, John 
Hetry, was a “radical Communist.” 
Young telegraphed that “railroad 
police advise that freight trains 
from Portland and points west ar- 
riving Minneapolis tomorrow (Nov.

BUDAPEST, Hungary, Nov. 29.— 
A plot to overthrow the Hungarian 
Government was disclosed today 


with the suicide of one of the al- 
leged leaders and arrest of 32 per- 
sons. The conspiracy, aimed at the 
establishment of a dictatorship, was 
announced officially by the Hun- 
garian Press Bureau. 

Gen. Raice of the Hungarian 
army killed himself tonight in the 
Budapest Police Station while he 
was being questioned about the 
plot. 

Police had been fnvestigating the 
conspiracy more than a week, the 
communique said. .Apparently the 
plot was. to everthrow the Govern- 
ment of Premier Count Julius Ka- 
rolyi. Details were withheld until 
Monday, the statement said, “in or- 
der not to prejudice completion of 
the investigation.” 

The conspirators were members 
of various political parties. There 
were as many “awakening Hunga- 
rians’”’ as members of a reaction- 
ary organization term themselves, 
as there were radicals of other 
factions, it was announced, and un- 
accountably, also junior and senior 
Communist organizations and per- 
sons who repeatedly had been in 


Their common cause seems to 
have been the proclamation of a 
dictatorship with a radical pro- 
gram. Two days ago authorities 
found a thread which led also to 
military associations and Gen. 
Raice was arrested. His suicide is 
regarded significant.

EARTH EQUALLY ON ALL SIDES

Prof Compton, Nobel Prize Winner, 
Reports on Experiments in Colo<- 
rado and Switzerland, 

By fhe Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, Nov. 28.—The cosmic 
rays, Prof. Arthur H. Compton, 
University of Chicago Nobel prize 
physicist, told the American Physi- 
cal Society tonight, are of the same 
intensity in Switzerland and Ameri- 
ca. 
“This gives further indication.” 
he concluded, “that the rays bom- 
bard the earth equally from all di- 
rections.” ; 

Should this be finally established 
through further experiments, he 
pointed out, science would know 
the rays originated not in the 
earth’s upper atmosphere, the 
milky way or the solar system, but 
somewhere between the star ga- 
laxies millions of light years from 
the earth. 

Last September Prof. Compton 
measured the intensity of the cos- 
mic rays 13,000 feet above sea level 
on Mount Evans, Colorado. In Oc- 
tober he journeyed to Switzerland’s 
Jungfrau, 11,000 feet high, for 
further experiments and made the 
discoveries disclosed tonight.

BIER NAVY NEEDED, 


Secretary Reminds Hoover 
“Far Seeing Officers” Be- 
lieve More Ships Essential. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—On the 
heels of the controversy between 
President Hoover and proponents 
of a larger American navy, Secre- 
tary of the Navy Adams today re- 
minded the chief executive of a be- 
lief within the service that more 
ships are needed. 

In his annual report, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy said sentiment ex- 
isted that greater appropriations 
are needed to provide adequately 
for minimum requirements within 
treaty limits. 

He cited that expenditures for 
new construction and moderniza- 
tion have averaged “only $43,572,- 
000 during the nine fiscal years of 
1923-1931, inclusive, a sum which 
falls far short of providing for re- 
placements and depreciation.” 

“It should be borne in mind that 
many of the most experienced and 
far-seeing officers feel that 
amounts reasonably in excess of 
those being annually appropriated 
can be used advantageously—in 
fact, are essential to provide ade- 
quately for the navy’s minimum re- 
quirements within treaty limits,” 
Adams said. 

Recent Dispute Recalled. 

The question of larger appropri- 
ations, President Hoover’s attitude 
toward them, and the sentiment 
within the navy itself have been 
national dispute centers in recent 
weeks. 

Secretary Adams’ report was un- 
der consideration, however, before 
the issue was drawn so clearly. Out 
of the situation was precipitated 
the bitter controversy between the 
chief executive himself and the 
Navy heague, headed by William H. 
Gardirier, in which Hoover was 
accused of being “abysmally ignor- 
ant’’ of naval needs. 

At another time Hoover was 
represented at the White House as 
being deeply exercised and ready 
to appeal to the country against 
what he believed were under-cover 
attempts within the navy to build 
up sentiment for greater appropri- 
ations. 

The differences have had their 
reverberations in Congress, and 
only this week the Navy League re- 
turned to the attack. It restated 
many of its charges against the 
administration’s naval policies and 
held the President’s commission 
which cleared him of the league's 
original charges had not produced 
facts in refutation. 


Enlisted Personal Cut. 

The report points out 
expenditures in the fiscal 
ended last June 30 were 
806,219. Those estimated to be 
expended during the present 
year are $386,090,000, out of a total 
of $489,000,000 available. Adams 
repeated his recommendation of 
last year for higher pay, “if and 
when the economic conditions war- 
rant,” for officers and _ enlisted 
men in the higher brackets as an 
incentive to younger men. 

A drastic cut in ships to be re- 
tained in commission was reported. 
The enlisted personnel, exclusive of 
those paid for by the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau, was reduced from 84,500 to 
79.991 at the end of the last fiscal 
year. 

He told the President that navy 
withdrawals from the Treasury 
were materially less in 1931 than if 
there had been no slowing up in 
expenditures. Without increasing 
the navy personnel, Adams said, it 
is possible to man the new ships 
only by placing ships out of com- 
mission or cutting down allow- 
ances of those in commission. 

Legislation to Be Asked. 

Varied legislation will be asked 
) of Congress to prohibit making 
photographs, sketches or maps of 
military or naval defenses; for con- 
servation of the naval petroleum 
and oil-shale reserves; for admit- 
ting officers’ dependents, nurses 
and enlisted men of naval service 
to naval hospitals and for regulat- 
ing the distributien and promotion 
of commissioned officers of the 
| Marine Corps. 

The report reviewed the navy’s 
progress in aviation, with comple- 
tion a year ahead of schedule of 
the 1000 airplane-building pro- 
gram, and gave the condition of 
the fleet as generally good.

Cc. M. Howell Outlines Plan With

No upholder of the Marxian philosophy, but 
Robert S, Brookings, wealthy retired manu- 
facturer, president-emeritus of Washington 
University, of St. Louis, wrote in the Post- 
Dispatch this year, in advocating a modified 
form of capitalism, that ‘‘our Western civiliza- 
tion must vindicate its worth if it is to en- 
dure.” And he added that it could vindicate 
its worth ‘‘only by demonstrating its ability 
to correct its own defects, and its consequent 
capacity for constructive development,” | 

Prof. F, W. Taussig of Harvard sees “‘con- 
trol and power concentrated in a few hands 
to an ominous degree,” and Henry W. An- 
derson, conservative Virginia lawyer and a 
member of the Wickersham Commission, finds 
in his recent survey of the causes of crime 
that the American people, as an incident to 
the exploitation for private gain of one of the 
most fruitful areas of the world, have ‘‘cre- 
ated the widest spread between the extremes 
of wealth and poverty existing in the West- 
ern world.’’

More Than a “Depression.” 

Dr.- Nicholas Murray Butler, president of 
Columbia University, asserts that we are pass- 
ing through no ordinary depression but 
through a revolutionary period brought on by 
long-accumulating forces, What the country 
needs, he says, is “personalities who are not 
anxious, like the jockey, to keep their seats in 
politics, but who are willing to tell the péople 
the truth and to guide them toward a con- 
structive, a liberal and a progressive solution 
of these vast problems.” 

Dean Wallace B. Donham of the Harvard 
Graduate School of Business Administration, 
author of ‘“‘Business Adrift,’’ said to the re- 
cent meeting of the International Chamber 
of Commerce in Washington that if there 
were not sufficient brains and good will in 
the world to solve the problems of the de- 
pression, “‘then our mass production, our sci- 
entific progress, our control over nature, may 
actually destroy civilization.” 

Quotations of this sort might’ be multi- 
plied.

Stating the Real Issues. 

What are we to believe when we find busi- 
ness groups in solemn conclave adopting reso- 
lutions against the interference of government 
in business, and then, the next day, running 
to the Government for subsidies and subven- 
tions? ‘How shall we choose between the 
mutually. destructive theses that we should 
build up a large foreign trade as a guaranty 
against unemployment, and that we should 


take no step to lower our tariff barriers or 
reduce the war debts? , 

We must know the facts underlying our 
depression if we are to form enlightened judg- 
ments upon it. Because of the babel of 
tongues offering remedies, we mistake, too 
often, the symptom for the disease, and in the 
clamor for Government action we are prone 
to forget there are limits beyond which the 
Government, under the Constitution, cannot 
zo, We need to distinguish between the sham 
remedy, designed to meet the political expedi- 
ency of the moment, and the remedy that 
strikes at the root of the disease. 


The coming session of Congress will have 
before it economic issues of transcendent im- 
portance. It will be, at the least, a highly 
interesting session. It may be historic. Only 
if the citizen has certain essential facts clearly 
in mind can he follow the unfolding of the 
drama at Washington with intelligence and 
understanding.

Government’s Plight Separate. 

In other words, the American depression 
presents a duplex problem. The Government 
is head over heels in deb It ran a deficit 
during the last fiscal year of $903,000,000, 
and the deficit for the current fiscal year, 
which began last July 1, stood on Nov. 1 
at $661,000,000. Private industry and busi- 
ness are likewise in a bad way, and hence 
the people of the United States, who are de- 
pendent upon private industry and business 
for their wages or dividends, are in a bad 
way.

From a Feast to a Famine. 

Only 14 years ago we were marveling that 
the Government had reached a Dillion dollar 
level of receipts and expenditures. Today, by 
virtue of the norma] expansion of Government 
activities in a fast growing country and the 
abnormal expansion caused by the war, it is 
spending more than four billion dollars a 
year. Nearly a billion of this goes for mili- 
tary pensions, compensation, etc., and the care 
of disabled veterans, and more than a billion 
for interest on and statutory retirement of 
the war debt. As long as the country re- 
mained fairly prosperous, it was easy enough 
to collect the revenues to cover our Outlays. 
It was so easy, in fact, that notwithstanding 
four successive tax reductions since the war 
(five if we count the temporary reduction of 
1929), the Government had an unbroken se- 
ries of surpluses from 1920 down to and in- 
cluding the fiscal year 1930. 

The change began in the fiscal year 1931, 
when the effects of the general business de- 
pression began to make themselves felt. These 
effects were double-barreled: they sharply re- 
duced the proceeds from income and miscel- 
laneous taxes and from customs tariffs® and 
they heightened expenditures for relief, In 
addition, there was a further drying up of 
non-recurrent sources of revenues, such as the 
sale of surplus property and the returns from 
wartime loans to the railroads—items which, 
by contributing to the impressive Treasury 
surpluses of earlier days, had helped to make 
the fame of Secretary Mellon as “the greatest 
Secretary of the Treasury since Alexander 
Hamilton.” 


Expenses Keep Right On. 


Under our present revenue system, the 
Government depends on corporation and indi- 
vidual income taxes for more than half its 
receipts. These taxes combined yielded for 
the fiscal year 1930 $2,410,986,977 and for 


tress 


the following year only $1,860,201,640. The 
proceeds of miscellaneous internal revenue 
taxes (such as the tobacco tax), which form 
the second largest source of income, dropped 
from $628,308,035 in 1930 to $567,978,579 
in 1931. The total decline in internal rer- 
enue receipts from afl sources (income tax 
and miscellaneous) was about 20 per cent, or 
$611,965,513. Customs receipts fell from 
$587,721,925 to $300,856,473. 

Now, as we have seen, while the Govern- 
ment’s revenues have been thus dwindling as 
a result of hard times, expenses have piled up 
on an ascending scale. The interest on the 
war debt must be paid, and the President 
has said that the statutory provisions for re- 
tirement of the debt should not be disturbed. 
Pensions and annuities must be paid, loans 
must be advanced to war veterans on their 
bonus certificates, hospitals for disabled vet- 
erans must be maintained, All these items 
growing out of wars are first charges against 


the Government, and there is constant pres- ° 


sure upon Congress from the outside, and 
upon the President from Congress, to have the 
benefits to veterans increased. 


Even a Dole Looms Up. 

There is a postal deficit to be paid; there 
is money to be advanced to the States under 
the Federal road acts; there are Government 
buildings to be erected under an expanded 
program; there are rivers and harbors to be 
improved, In prosperity or depression, these 
expenses go on, and some of them are in- 
creased by depression. 

The Government is in the same position es 
a manufacturing plant which has suffered @ 
severe loss of business but has been unable to 
cut its overhead expenses. In the present 
fiscal year, moreover, the Government may 


have to spend large sums—whether as “dole” 


or in some ether guise—for the relief of dis- 
cause by unemployment. Certainly 
there will be strong demands in Congress for 
new relief measures. | 

The farm problem, notwithstanding the 
$500,000,000 appropriated by the last Con- 
gress for the uses of the Federal Farm Board, 
remains urgent. And it should be noted, to 
complete this rough picture of the Govern- 
meht’s financial plight, that in this fiscal year, 
under the Hoover moratorium, it is forego- 
ing the collection of about $260,000,000 due 
it on the foreign war debt. ;

Enlightened self - interest should 
take us into the league. 


War Debts a Trading Point. 


: What of the war debts? A grow- 
ing body of opinion holds we could 
well afford to trade them off for 
the armament reduction that would 
be made possible by our entrance 
into the league. The sum of them 
bulks large, but the annual pay- 
ments to us are only 6 per cent 
of our normal budget. The saving 
to us in armament costs would off 

set the loss of these payments. 
Cancellation of the debts, with a 
reciprocal cut in German repara- 
tions by the former Allies, would 
hasten the economic recovery of 
Germany and the world. If, by the 
same means, we should effect a 
measurable reduction of armaments 
throughout the world, which re- 
duction would be reflected in lower 
government costs and lower taxes, 
the total result would make the 
price, by comparison, infinitesimal- 
ly small, 

To say with Mr. Coolidge, of our 
debtors, that “they hired the mon- 
ey”’’ and must pay it back is to iz- 
nore the plain facts.

$1800 of the Post-Dispatch Christ- 
mas Festival fund was turned over 
to Chief of Police Gerk for use in 
emergency relief. 


This money was released by the 
fund treasurer in several allot- 
ments and was used as needed. 
Chief Gerk, who is an active work- 
er on the Christmas Festival Com- 
mittee, applied the money to alle- 
viating cases of suffering called to 
the attention of policemen. 


In appreciation, Chief Gerk 
wrote as follows to George S. 
Johns, associate editor of the Post- 
Dispatch, and promoter of the 
Festival since its inauguration: 


“Dear Mr. Johns: The _ Police 
Department wishes to make 
grateful acknowledgment of the 
receipt of $1800 from the _ Post- 


Dispatch Christmas Festival fund 
for 1930. 

“This money has been used in 
relieving emergency distress among 
the city’s poor. Owing to the se- 
vere cold weather, unemployment 
and other conditions, there has 
been an unusual demand for relief 
work during the present winter. 


“Cases of acute suffering due to 
lack of food and fuel were report- 
ed constantly and we endeavored 
to help out temporarily pending 
the taking over of the work by the 
regularly organized charitable or- 
ganizations.

The average motorist is saved 
hundreds of applications of the 
clutch pedal in the course of a 
day’s driving by Buick’s new auto- 
matic clutch, the leading feature of 
“Wizard Control.” 

Buick’s automatic clutch makes 
use of the vacuum in the intake 
manifold to get power to operate 


the clutch, thereby eliminating the 
foot pressure formerly required. It 
permits shifting to any gear—low, 
second, high and even reverse— 
without touching the clutch pedal. 
This is matie possible by Buick’'s 
selector valve, which regulates the 
speed of the clutch engagement, 
for low, second and high, giving 
mechanical precision to the opera- 
tion.

They showed that the 
number of clutch operations 


reached a grand total of 848. This 
means that the clutch was disen- 
gaged 848 times and re-engaged 
848 times in a distance of less than 
250 miles. 

“A hundred miles of the drive 
was over highways, with 24 stops 
at crossroads. During this part of 
the drive the clutch was tsed 96 
times. 

“Entering the city, the remainder 
of the distance was covered 
through traffic. The number of 
stops for lights and other reasons 
was 198. In this driving the clutch 
Was used 792 times, a number that 
would seem incredible if it had 
not been recorded on the counting 
machine.” 

Bower points out that each time 
the clutch is fully depressed with 
the foot in the old type of opera- 
tion a force equal to about 35 
pounds is exerted. With Buick’s 
automatic clutch, this work is per- 
formed by merely resting the foot 
on the new clutch control button, 
power supplied by vacuum from 
the intake manifold moving the 
clutch. 

“In the test drive above,” Bower 
continued, “the expenditure by the 
driver of an accumulated force 
equal to 29,680 pounds was elitn- 
inated.’’ 


Anti-Freeze Bill

Estimates based on the statistics 
of last year indicate that around 
$40,000,000 will be spent this win- 
ter to prevent freezing of radiators.

An exceptionally large and com- 
plete Firestone service station will 


be opened formally on Saturday. 
next, Dec. 5, at Gravois avenue and 
Potomac. It is the Furrer Super 
Service Station. The company op- 
erating it is headed by Joseph Fur- 
rer as president and Ray Furrer as 
vice president. 

The station represents an invest- 
ment of $65,000, Joseph Furrer 
said yesterday, It is an ‘“L”-shaped 
building of yellow face brick, 115 
by 115 feet. 

It is one of the “one-stop serv- 
ice” stations that are being  in- 
stalled by Firestone dealers all over 
the country. 

Practically everything, including 
mechanical repairing, is offered to 
the motorist at these stations. The 
various services include Firestone 
tires, tubes and tire repair, Fire- 
Stone batteries, battery recharging 
and repairing, Firestone accesso- 
ries, gasoline and oil, washing and 
polishing and various other things. 

According to Furrer, who has 
been in the garage business in this 
neighborhood for 18 years, the oné- 
stop service store idea is evidence 
of a gradual evolution in automo- 
bile servicing that is taking place. 

“In all my experience, I have 
never been able to get away from 
the principal that service is the 
greatest factor in business. We 
have studied service from the cus- 
tomer’s angle.’’ 

“It was inevitable,” he said, “that 
the progressive dealer must co-or- 
dinate such products as tires, bat- 
teries, gasoline, oil, greases, brake 
lining and the many services re- 
quired by the car owner into a 
composite whole.”’ 


Ford Isateliine 
Baling Press for 
Scrapping Old Cars 


Installation of a 400-ton furnace, 
hot metal mixers and a baling 
press capable of making furnace 
“‘sandwiches” out of salvaged auto- 
mobiles at the rate of almost one 
a minute is under way at the Rouge 
plant of the Ford Motor Co. These 
additions involve an expenditure 
estimated at $500,000 and will in- 
crease the melting facilitie® of the 
open hearth equipment by 600 tons, 
bringing the total capacity to 2609 
tons every 24 hours. 

The new machinery will be used 
in providing scrap metal essential 
to the making of steel. For the 
past 20 months part of this scrap 
has been obtained by wrecking old 
automobile of various sizes and 
makes which are purchased and 
delivered by company dealers. 

The present method is to remove 
all materials of salvaging value, 
such as glass, leather and tires, 
crush the chassis and slice the re. 
sulting wreckage to sizes suitable for 
admission to furnace doors. Here it 
is mixed with molten pig iron and 
refined into a high quality of steel. 
Under the new arrangement, in- 
stead of crushing and shearing into 
bits, it will only be necessary to 
thrust the chassis into a powerful 
hydraulic press which will shape 
them into compact bales hardly 
larger than bales of hay, at the 
rate of approximately one a min- 
ute. 

A conveyor will deposit the bales 
in charging boxes and the boxes 
will be emptied into the new fur- 
nace. Following the melting process 
the scrap steel will be transferred 
by crane-swung ladles to any of 
nine 100-ton open hearth furnaces 
stationed adjacent to it. There it 
subsequently will be joined by 
molten pig iron from the Rouge 


plant blast furnaces.

Need Be Feared by 
Modern Car Drivers 


More than three-quarters of the 
motorists of this country are en- 
tering the season of snow-covered 


roads and icy pavements. These 
conditions which once daunted au- 
tomobile drivers present no mater- 
ial problem to owners of the better 
modern cars, according to Oldsmo- 
bile engineers. 

“Improvements in construction 
and design of automobiles have 
materially reduced the discomforts 
and hazards of winter driving,” the 
engineers report. “In fact, today 
there are only a few precautions a 
motorist should take to overcome 
the problem of slippery stréets. 

“Probably the most important is 
the correct adjustment of brakes. 
The Oldsmobile four-wheel brakes 


are fully enclosed to keep out 
moisture and, thereby retail full 
efficiency. They should be kept 


evenly adjusted, however, so that 
they will hold the car in a straight 
line, regardless of how slippery the 
pavement may be. 

‘Tires should not be as highly 
inflated as for summer driving. A 
lower air presure provides greater 
traction surface. 

“Tt occasionally happens that on 
extremely icy streets the brakes 
lock the wheels, which slide with- 
out noticeably diminishing car 
speed. This can be obviated wf 
shifting into second gear and us- 
ing the engine as a brake. This 
shifting is quickly and easily @oene

Goodrich President 
Sees Better Outlook 
For Rubber Industy, 


“The outlook for the rubber in- 
dustry is more promising at this 
time than at any time in the last 
five year,” J. D. Tew, president of 
the Rubber Manufacturers’ Associ< 
ation and president of the B. F. 
Goodrich Rubber Co., told members 
of the National Tire Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation at their annual conference 
in Detroit recently. 

“There is one reasonably good 
indicator which points to the fact 
that the curve is turned upward, 
and that is the commodity price in- 
dex, which in October actually 
showed an increase over September. 
Before anothér year there will be 
higher prices for both rubber and 
cotton, major raw aaterials used 
in the manufacture of rubber prod« 
ucts. 

“These increases may reflect in 
the price of the finished produet 
before many months of the new 
year.”

Prof. Leland of Chicago U. Suggests More 
Business Methods in Government 
—Survey Takes 18 Months.

submitted to the National Associa- 


tion of Real Estate Boards by 
Simeon E. Léland, University of 
Chicago authority on _ public fi- 
nance. 

Asked to study the nation’s tax 
systeni on behalf of real estate 


owners and to make practical sug- 
gestions for relief, Prof. Leland 4«s- 
serts that inefficient methods in 
every quarter have made tax bills 
too high. He says most local gov- 
ernments operate in a way that 
would make a good business man 
blush with shame. 

Working with a staff of other 
tax experts and financed in part 
by the Real Estate Association, Le- 
land for 18 months examined Gov- 
ernment machinery in every state 
in the country. No action was tak- 
en by the association board of di- 
rectors on his 10,000-word report 
which will be submitted to the as- 
sociation member boards. The re- 
port suggests few novel changes; 
even opposes a blanket reduction 
of Government services as “im- 
practical,”’ but asks in every quar- 
er for a business-like handling of 
tax funds. 

Many units of government keep 
no accounts and others keep such 
inadequate records of their finan- 
cial affairs that only a painstaking 
audit can show their fiscal situa- 


tion, the professor says. 
Most governments prepare no 
budgets; laws providing for’ the 


taxation of tangible personal prop- 
erty are not enforced; and real 
property owners are paying costs 
of streets and municipal activities 
used and shared by the “world and 
his wife,’ declares the survey. The 
report asks for the relief of real 
estate, a general income tax, an 
“enforced” poll tax or filing fee, 
the elimination of inequalities in 
real estate tax assessments, and 
lower rates on intangibles ‘“‘because 


high taxes on intangibles do not 
produce revenues.”

emergency measures and tempor- 
ary expedients. If adequate tax 
relief cannot be obtained “in any 
other way” he suggests taxing to- 
bacco, soft drinks, carbonic acid 
gas, etc. 

“Assessment inequalities under 
the property tax are almost uni- 
versal except where approved as- 
sessment methods have been adopt- 
ed,’ the survey says. “Property in 
one township is frequently assessed 
at a different percentage of value 
than property in antoher. Assess- 
ments between counties and even 
city wards are unequal. In some 
states farm property is assessed at 
a higher percentage of its value 
than city lots. 

“The kind of tax which con- 
forms most clearly to accepted fis- 
cal principles and to the policies 
enunciated in this platform {Is the 
personal income tax. Every state 
should adopt such a tax with a 
uniform filing fee. No exemptions 
from this tax should be provided, 
but in order to meet conditions of 
dire necessity, reasonable abhate- 
ments or refunds may be allowed.”

“You've never done any real duck 
hunting until you've battled your 
way through an Arkansas swamp,”’ 
said Heine Meine, the Count of 
Luxemburg, “and if you want plen- 
ty of shooting and if you aren't 
afraid, meet us here in Luxemburg 
in the morning and we'll show you 
something.” 

Heine Meine, as baseball fans 
know, is the Pittsburg Pirate pitch- 
er, with the Mother Goose name, 
who makes life miserable for Na- 
tional League batters during the 
summer months and who makes 
life hazardous for ducks, geese and 
quail during the hunting season. 
Heine threatened a year ago to 
telephone the sudden invitation and 
he got his acceptance as suddenly. 
Heine was right. Missouri duck 
hunters don't know much about 
real duck hunting. Not in recent 
years, at any rate. Duck hunting 
in these parts usually means a trip 
before sun-up to a lake, pond or 
river. Then hours of cramped sit- 
ting in blinds, peering through peek 
holes. You must not move until 
the ducks come in and then you 
have to blaze away right now, care- 
ful not to hit your decoys. Maybe 
the ducks will come in early. Maybe 
they'll come in late in the after- 
noon. Maybe they won't come in 
at all, and that has been the experi- 
ence of many Missouri shooters this 
scason, except at the baited lakes 
ot the expensive shooting clubs.

But soon after the fall rains 
began to make a swamp out of the 
tract, ducks by the hundreds of 
thousands stopped in their flight 
south and ever since then the 
swamp has been a resting and wa- 
tering place for the migratory 
birds. 

“When I saw what the ducks 
were doing,” A. A. Tindall told the 
writer, “I thought I would make 
the place a refuge. .My plan was 
to prohibit hunting in the swamp 
and I figured that such a refuge 
would make it certain that sports- 
men always would have’ good 
shooting at nearby lakes and wa- 
tering places. However, I found 
that it was impossible to keep the 
hunters out. I had watchmen on 
all sides, Dut it would have taken 
the National Guard to protect the 
place properly and so I decided to 
commercialize the swamp as a 
hunting place.” 


Shooting by the Clock. 
HE duck-hunting season in Ar- 

TT kansas opened -Monday, Nov. 
16, at noon and Heine Meine’s 
gunners arrived at Tindall’s Lake 
about 11:30 o'clock and as the air 
f}tomobiles stopped at the point se- 
lected for entry into the shooting 
grounds, a great roar could be 
heard in the swamp.

It costs $10 a day to shoot at 
Tindall’s Lake and in past seasons 
hunters were not permitted to en- 
ter the swamp until 8 in the morn- 
ing and they were instructed to 
leave the swamp early in the aft- 
ernoon. This year the weather was 
unfavorable and the restrictions 
were modified. However, the Tin- 
dalls, who are independently 
wealthy, insist on restricting the 
number of hunters in the swamp 
each day. 

Nonresident hunting licenses cost 
$15 and with the license you get 
three tags which permit you to 
make three shipments of 15 ducks 
each, though not more than two 
shipments in any one week. Thus, 
if you stay three days and get the 
limit, you can ship 30 ducks home 
or to friends and can bring back 
| 15 birds. 

The season will continue in Ar- 
kansas until Dee. 15 and you Mis- 
sourt duck hunters, if you want 
some good shooting, ought to make 
a trip to Stuttgart.

But, according to Warden White, since 
he has been on good behavior, he has 
been permitted to have the outer door 
open so that he may look out into 
the corridor. He is allowed an hour 
and a half each day in the recreation 
yard which adjoins the ‘‘isolation”’ 
cells. This vard is approximately 175 
feet by 100. It is paved with concrete 
and enclosed on two sides by the walls 
buildings and on the 
12-foot wall of brick 
and masonry. No one ever looks in- 
to this vard. Looking out of it. 
lav see the top of a tree, the line of 
a roof and the sky. 

Stroud has been segregated because 
Warden White believes that he is a 
paranoiac type, liable to periods of 
murderous anger. To free him among 
the inmates would be to invite an- 
other murder, in Warden White's opin- 
Certainly, his record until 1919, 
to confirm this. 

On August 23, 1999, he was sent to 
the Federal prison on McNeil Island, 
off the coast of Washington, for kill- 
ing a bartender in a quarrel over a 
dance-hall girl.

Twice 
again, in August of 1916 and June, 
1917, according to the records, Stroud 
attacked officers of the prison.

From that time on Stroud was a 
changed man. There could be no 
greater contrast between 
black and white. The 
spaces for the years in 
record are (filled 
with notations up to this 
date, but for 1919 and 
the following years there 
are only blank = spaces, 
proof of his blameless 
conduct. 

He first began to paint. 
He did chromos in oil and 
in water colors, copies for 
the most part. They were 
done in a stiff style which 
gave little indication of 
talent. He painted for two 
or. three years’ Indian 
maidens, ‘‘Cherry’ Blos- 
soms,’ and other conven- 
tional subjects which he 
hoped to have made into 
postal cards for sale. Many 
of these pictures now 
adorn the walls of his 
mother’s modest. apart- 
ment in Kansas City. 

Next he went in for 
mathematics, particularly 
as it was related to eertain branches 
of engineering in which he was in- 
terested. He took correspondence 
courses in the extension  depart- 
ment of the Kansas State Agricultral 
College. Musical composition attract- 
ed him. He got permission to have 
a violin in his cell and soon learned 
to play. He composed modest pieces 
that were like his pictures, deter- 
mined and earnest, but displaying lit- 
tle talent. They were remarkable be- 
cause he had no knowledge of music 
when he entered prison. He had left

school at the third grade. He 
had killed the first man _. before 
he was 18. He had barely been able 
to write.

found two helpless 
sparrow chicks in 
the yard one day 
and brought them 
into his cell to raise. Later he was 
given two canaries. They flew at large 
in his cage, as he was not allowed to 
have wire or tools. His first cage he 
made from a box, with a purloined 
safety razor blade. It was made se- 
cretly, the bars whittled one at a time. 
Soon he had reared a family of canar- 
ies. This became an absorbing occu- 
pation, far more engrossing than 
painting or music or literature. 

His birds increased in number. 
When they became ill, he studied and 
experimented, gradually gathering in 
his cell a great deal of literature on 
the subject of canary care. He adver- 
tised his birds for sale in the Roller 
Canary Journal and Bird World, and 
his mother helpeti him to sell them. 


He wrote his first article on canary 
care for the Journal. 

Often he kept as many as 240 ca- 
naries in his cell with him. When 
Warden White took charge some years 
ago, Stroud was given wire and other 
materials for cages. These cages he 
hung all around his ceil, fashioned 
them so skillfully that they do not 
sag as does the average wire cage. 
Training the birds to sing and every 
other phase of the business he came 
to know. His profits amounted to as 
much as $1000 a year. He gave the 
money to his mother, she says. 

And through his more and more fre- 
quent writings he aroused interest 
among many persons. Miss Della 
Jones of Shelbyville, Indiana, became 
one of his most ardent champions. 
Later she invested $1200 in his bird 
remedy and came to Kansas City to 
live to carry on this business and to 
urge Stroud's parole. Mrs. J. Ortis 
of Greenviile, Delaware, a member of 
the Du Pont family, became interested. 

Then one day came an order from 
Washington that was interpreted as 
meaning that Stroud could no longer 
keep his canaries. It said that no 
prisoner could carry on a business with 
the outside world. And that. after all, 
was Stroud’s motive, or at least one 


important motive. Money,and the 
fact that his mind was octupied. But 
Warden White found/a way out. He 


ruled that if the profits were turned 
over to the general prison canteen 
fund, Stroud might continue his busi- 
ness. 


HE canaries occupy no small 
portion of -the solitary pris- 
oner’s time. Each day that 

it is fair he takes all the birds 
out into the yard for an airing, 
placing the cages in a sunny cor- 
ner. He trains them to sing, he doc- 


tors them, cleans them, repairs their 
cages. On the day that I saw his cell 
there were a half-dozen canaries in 
sepurate cages grouped in a circle 
about the singing teacher, who was 
alone in another cage. This veteran 
was teaching the young birds to sing. 
In the photograph of the prison yard 
the canary cages can be seen against 
the wall. His cell 
is constantly filled 
with chirping and 
trilling. 

All this, of course, 
the music, the paint- 
ing, the canaries, 
was done with the 
aid of the prison 
authorities. It was 
a way, they recog- 
nized, to keep the 
prisoner as content- 
ed and as normal as 
possible under the 
circumstances. War- 
den White explains 
that the isolation 
cells form not only 
a jail within a jail, 
but they are also, of

The psychia- 
trist, who for a brief time served on 
the Warden's staff, examined this 
man and pronounced him one of the 
most dangerous of lunatics, particu- 
larly dangerous inasmuch as his de- 
lusions of persecution could be made 
to sound so plausible. That prisoner 
is now confined in an improvised psy- 
chopathic ward, which is merely one 
corner of the prison infirmary. 


N THE cell adjoining Stroud’s is 
J noire: prisoner, who has been in 
solitary confinement for 14 years 


and three months. He does hand- 
illuminated mottoes and postal cards 
for sale within the prison. Like 
Stroud, he also murdered a guard 
and is sentenced to life. Once 
or twice the Warden has tried put- 
ting him back among the other 


prisoners, but he has not been happy. 


He goes to religious services, a 
privilege offered to Stroud, but de- 
clined. 


According to Warden White, these 
long-time solitary men get.the privi- 
leges of a first-rank prisoner, a little 
more than that. It is Warden White's 
hope that some day the psychopathic 
prisoner can be treated as a psycopath. 
There is now under construction at 
Springfield, Missouri, a special Federal 
prison for mental and physical defec- 
tives, and the more pronounced cases 
Warden White will be able to send 
there. But there will still be prob- 
lems of diagnosis. Until six months 
azo it was possible to send certain 
types to St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, 1m 
Washington, D. C., but no more room 
is available there. 

Warden White, while he did not say 
so specifically, would without doub! 
oppose a parole for Stroud. So would 
Fred Robertson, who four times con- 
victed Stroud of the murder of the 
guard. 

A parole is the only thing that Mrs. 
Elizabeth Stroud lives for. Ske was 
71 this. month. The last 14 years of 
her life she has spent in an effort to 
s@ure the freedom of her son. Her 
story is an amazing instance of the 
persistency of the human will. 

When Robert Stroud was 10 years 
old, she says. her husband deserted 
her. Shortly afterward the boy ran 
away to Alaska. She devoted herself 
to rearing her three other children. 
One day she picked up the newspaper 
and saw that a Robert Stroud was 
held for murder at Juneau. That was 
the beginning of the fight. She took 
the mext boat to Juneau. She lived 
in Alaska and raised money there for 
her son's defense. When the trial 
was over, she settled down at Juneau. 

Again a few years later she read in 
the paper that a prisoner, Robert 
Stroud, had killed a guard at Leay- 
enworth. She took the first boat out 
of Juneau. With her she had all 
the money she could scrape together. 
Through four different trials and 
finally to the Supreme Court she 
fought the case, cajoling and pleading 
with her expensive lawyers so that 
they would take $500, $1000, to go on 
with the case.

Full details of the 
affair, however, were 
not known by many 
people until a court 
hearing in the case 
was held some two 
months after the 
man’s death. At this 
hearing it was dis- 
closed that Sibbern- 
sen's operations had 
been known to the in- 
surance company ever 
since 1926, when he 


left its employ; that 
in order to escape 
prosecution and dis- 
grace he had _ been 
paying back to the 
company during the 
last five years all 


the funds he could rake together; that 
his supposed losses in the market crash 
were really payments to his former em- 
ployers and that his suicide was the re- 
sult of his inability to continue mak- 
ing them. It all came out through tes- 
timony given when James E. Rait, ad- 
ministrator for the Sibbernsen estate, 
sought an accounting of the settlement 
made by Sibbernsen and the insurance 
company. Rait contended that all mon- 
ey which Sibbernsen had paid the com- 
pany should be returned to the estate 
and prorated among the creditors, as 
there were a great many besides the 
insurance company with claims total- 
ing about $100,000. 

It was along about 1915 that Sib- 
bernsen commenced “borrowing” from 
his company without the company’s 
knowledge. His method was simple. 
He would forge a mortgage on some 
farm in his territory, signing the own- 
er’s name. Then he would appropri- 
ate the proceeds of the loan for him- 


self. The farmer 
would never 
know anything 


about it. When 
the interest on 
the loan would 


come due, Sifbernsen would forge an- 
other mortgage and pay the company 
with the company’s own money. 

In this manner the borrowings 
mounted rapidly. The thing grew and 
grew until it got too big to handle. By 
1926 Sibbernsen had ‘‘borrowed"” a 
total of $1,500,000, and interest pay- 
ments, which had to be made prompt- 
ly to prevent the detection of the em- 
bezzlement, amounted to smal) for- 
tunes in themselves. : Sibbernsen, who 
at first thought the scheme just an 
easy way to get $1000 occasionally, 
found eventually he was having to 
forge several thousand dollars’ worth 
of farm mortgages just to pay annual 
or semi-annual interest, to say nothing 


of getting additidOnal money for his 
personal use.

As a result of the ‘‘no prosecution’ 
Sibbernsen promised to 
surrender title to all land and stocks 
in his possession, virtually all of his 
cash and to repay the balance of the 
money when and if he should ever 
make it. 

Just how much the stocks, farm 
land: and cash totaled has never been 
made public, but it is known that it 
fell many thousand dollars short of 
complete settlement.

There is trouble 
ahead over what Sibbernsen 
has already paid back. Ralt, 
administrator of the estate, is 
using tbis complaint as a basis 
for a demand that all the 
money Sibbernsen paid to the 
company be returned to the estate 
so that other creditors may share 
in the payoff. 

Attorney Rait contends that 
Sibbernsen was insane during all 
that long period when he was 
“borrowing’’ money from the com- 
pany and that the insanity com- 
plaint sworn out by Goudy was 
evidence that the company re- 
garded him as insane. 


TTORNEYS for the insurance 
A company. however, take little 

stock in the attempt to force the 
company to return the money Sibbern- 
sen paid back. They ridicule the the- 
ory that Sibbernsen was insane or had 
anything wrong with his mental facul- 
ties. He was too good as a loan agent 
for that, they say. Anyway, they point 
out, it was the company’s own money 
he paid back. 

Omaha residents are awaiting the 
trial with considerable anxiety for 
many of them are among the creditors 
to whom Sibbernsen owed a total of 
$100,000. Unless the company is 
forced to return the _ settlement 
money, they have no hope of collect- 
ing even 10 cents on the dollar. They 
are recalling with some bitterness how 
much money Sibbernsen spent in the 
‘prosperous’ days, how he gave large 

sums to charity and how, in 
1915, he purchased an old man- 


sion in Denmark and gave it 
to the city of .Newburg, the 
town of his birth. It is now 


known as Lord High Constable 
Pedér Hessel’s house and is one 
of the country’s showplaces. 
Sibbernsen played in its gardens 
as a child and, when he pur- 
chased it, had hopes of living in

Of what 
she suffered there no one can fully 
understand. But that she went 
through the greatest mental and 
physical torture is indicated by 
the stepmother’s own explanation 
of the many scars on the little 
girl’s forehead. 

Said she: “I didn’t put those 
scars on Edith’s head. She put 
them there herself banging it 
against the door trying to get 
out.”’

In the face of defeat Mrs. 
Stroud knew no defeat. When the 
last appeal had been lost she went 
to Washington and for 10 weeks 
worked like mad to get for a mo- 
ment to the President.
